On the 
way over I aj,ked Brown who he had working 
for him. He said that he had had a man b) 
the name of Morgan In his employ but thathe 
had left him oh last Saturday night to work

man. He mentioned the 


man's name but 1 have forgotten It. Tils

only time 
that he referred 
to 


Morgan. We did not take anything to drink 
on the way over. When we reached the foot 
of the pass Brown and 1 Jnmped out of the 
wagon Intending to walk np the hill. The 
wsgon went on. Browu 8t»rted up the road 
some distance ahbad of mo. He bad his 
knife open and was whliillng a stick. 
When 


he arrived near the turn In the road at Rain, 
bow falls 1 taw him and another man sitting 
beside the road looking over some accounts.

of a wound of this kind Is not great, but the 
hemorrhage Is so Instantaneous that death re- 
sults very soon.
